ROME, Sunday, June IT.—The situa- 


tion on the Italian front in Its entire- 
ty,,seems very reassuring, says a semi- 
official note issued last night. 
It is 


added that the great battle which 
broke out Saturday has but begun. Al- 
though having- a strength of 60 di- 
visions, the enemy attacking1 forces 
have not succeeded in passing- the Ital- 
ian advanced area' at 'any point. 


Austrian pressure 
continues 
very 


strong along the entire front. 
The 


enemy is concentrating most powerful 
and fierce attacks astride the Brentu, 
and across the Piave, and it is still 
possible for the fighting line to flow 
backwards or forwards. 


The enemy based his enterprise on 


various factors to assure him a' vie-' 
tory, aays the semi-official note. There 
was a relatively brief but extremely 
violent artillery preparation with a 
large number of gas shells. This bom- 
bardment was for the purpose of de- 
stroying the Italian 
front 
line and 


paralyzing the Italian artillery. Then, 
under cover of'an artificial fog from 
bombs and smoke apparatus, the en- 
emy placed such faith in this prepara- 
tion that he fixed his objectives for 
the first day's fighting more than 15 
kilometres in advance, and planned to 
descend from the mountain area and 


also reach the city of Treviso from 
the Piave river. 


The Italian* army was prepared for 


the Austrian attack, and there is con- 
fidence that it will be able to break 
the force of the blow. 


Throughout the country, there is a 


feeling of tense expectancy. The grave, 
solemn faces of the people are expres- 
sive of the seriousness of the hour but 
also of the pride which is felt in the 
army for Jts splendid stand all along 
the difficult battlefront. The churches 
were-more crowded than usual today, 
throngs of women.pray-ing. for, .victory 
and for the safety of those at 
the 


front.

attack is a repetition of the enemy's 
mameuver-of -last 
October, when he

They are using all their influence to

FRANCE, June 16. (By A. P.)—To 
other American forces engaged in the

THE 
HOUSING PROBLEM 


It appears now that as a result of 


the

That sounds big but considering the 
high cost of labor and material, it

What the government plan 
Is has not yet been settled; but ex- 
perts are devising ways and means to 
meet the situation. 


Of course, it will be necessary to 


guard against running counter to the 
iuterests of present property owners 
to the extent of leaving their tene- 
ments empty. That, however, will ob- 
viously be avoided. 


THE AMERICAN VICTORY 


It now transpires that despite the 


fact that Germany has sneered at the 
pretensions of the United States as a 
military power, the 
high 
command 


picked out two of its crack army divi- 
sions to crush the Americans at Cha- 
teau-Thierry. 


The German 
commarid 
expected 


that the Yankees would be wiped out 
but instead the flower of the German 
army was 
defeated, 1000 prisoners 


were taken and the ground captured 
consolidated and held against all coun- 
ter attacks. This 
demonstration 
of 


the fighting dualities of our troops has 
been a great source of inspiration to 
the French and British armies and an 
indication of what will happen on a 
larger scale when our men get into 
action in adequate numbers. 


The Americans in this exploit ren- 


dered good service to the allied cause 
in stopping the southward drive at 
the Marne. With 
SOO.OOO men now 


in France, our troops will again block 
the Huns in their new drive towards 
the channel. The United States army 
will soon prove its superiority to the 
Bodies. 


MR. ROGERS' A M E N D M E N T 


Congressman Rogers has shown tact 


and judgment in proposing an amend- 
ment of the constitution providing for 
a federal law to prevent child labor 
in its objectionable forms as found in 
the southern states. This is the prop- 
er method to get at this evil without 
infringing upon the rights of the sov- 
ereign states. It is very important to 
the nation that women and children 
employed in factories shall be duly 
safeguarded as to sanitary conditions 
and hours of labor. 


It is not fair for the state of Massa- 


chusetts, which has equitable labor 
laws, to be in competition with states 
that employ children of tender years 
for ten or eleven hours a day for a 
mere pittance that is barely sufficient 
to support them. The state that is 
responsible for anything of this kind 
requires supervision from higher gov- 
ernmental authorities. 


The supreme court of 
the United 


States has decided that the constitu- 
tion in its present form does not give 
congress the power to pass a law for 
the protection of women and children 
in the severs! states from such abuses. 
That very fact makes the amendment 
proposed by Sir. Rogers an absolute 
necessity. We do not see how any 
self-respecting state can oppose such 
an amendment. It will be a source of 
credit to the city of Lowell and the 
state of 
Massachusetts that 
this 


amendment has originated with our 
congressman. We believe the amend- 
ment will be welcomed by all except 
a very small minority of the states. 


WE'VE 800,000 IN FRANCE

partment that over Sufi/ifiu American 
soldiers are now in France ready for 
action wherever they may be assigned 
by Gen. Foch. It is further announced 
that we shall have 1,000,000 men in 
Franco by July 1.

Auatralian* Shot Down Burou 


LONDON 
(By Mail).—The 
official 


Australian correspondent at the front 
in France gives the following account 
of Australian machine gunners' claim 
to have participated In the 
shooting 


down of Baron von Hlchthofen: 


"About 11 o'clock on the morning of 


April 21 the troops along the Somme 
and Ancre had'heard distant popping 
from two fleets of British and German 
airplanes which had been fighting high 
over the German lines, when a German 
plane was seen diving after a. British 
plane. 


"These two, detached from the fight, 


came so low that they were temporarily 
hidden by hills from the sight of the 
Australian gunners and troops around 
them. Presently the sound of approach- 
ing engines was heard, and low over 
the crest of the hills by the river came 
the British plane,, making directly to- 
wards a position where there were two. 
Lewis guns. 


"Behind his plane could be seen th* 


wings of the German plane pursuing. 
The German was pressing the English 
plane d -.perately close and firing short 
bursts from a machine gun. 


"When about a hundred yards away 


from the nearest Lewis gun the Ger- 
man plane which at first had been ob- 
scured by the British plane, was now 
sufficiently clear to enable the guns to 
fire on it without risk of hitting the 
British machine. Both guns fired a 
burst, 


"The German plane the next instant 


wavered unsteadily to one side, banked 
up and veered in a sharp circle to the 
left, then shot in a line sheer down a 
steep, long angle to the ground about 
400 yards from the Lewis gunners. 


"When the burst was fired, an officer 


told me he clearly saw fragments of 
wood or metal flicked 
from the ma- 


chine." 


MODIFICATION OFSHERMAN LAW 


While the main business now in 


hand is the winning of the war, and 
t is not worth while to join with the 
doctrinaires in discussing the reform 
of the world which is to follow vic- 
tory, there are 
some 
considerations 


concerning the future which ought to 
be kept in mind. One of these was 
suggested by former Ambassador Ger- 
ard, when he told the New York board 
of trade and transportation on Wed- 
nesday that "if the Sherman anti-trust 
aw is allowed to stay we can never 


compete with European eountrlei after 
the war. 


In Germany, and In England also, 


successful business methods have been 
devised which 
eliminate destructive 


competition without creating monopo- 
lies. Mr. Gerard advocates sush modi- 
fication of the Sherman law as will 
permit the adoption of similar business 
methods in this country. 


It Is obvious that we could not carry 


on the war effectively 
if 
American 


railroads had to be operated today un- 
der the principles of. the anli-truat 
legislation on the statute books. It is 
only because the railroads have been 
placed under a director-general, who 
may disregard those principles in or- 
der to Increase the war power of the 
government, that we have been able to 
transport troops and supplies to the 
seaboard in number and quantity suf- 
ficient to render timely aid to our 
allies abroad. 
If enforceable against 


the government, the Sherman anti- 
trust law would have paralyzed our 
transportation service. 
Indeed, as soon as it became cer- 


tain that the United States must en- 
ter the war it became equally plain 
that unless the restrictions imposed 
upon great business operations by 
anti-trust legislation were removed or 
ignored we could not perform our 
part in the struggle with credit or 
success. The conduct of a great war 
involves the conduct of a multitude of 
kinds of business; and the admin- 
istration soon found it necessary to do 
things which the department of jus- 
tice had been prosecuting individuals 
and corporations for doing only a few 
months before. 


W do not undertake to say at this 
time precisely how the Sherman anti- 
trust law ought to be modified to in- 
sure American business prosperity af- 
ter the war; our point now is that 
the experience of the government it- 
self, in carrying on the 
imperative 
activities demanded by our participa- 
tion in the great defence against Ger- 
many, confirms Mr. Gerard's view that 
the country cannot prosper under the 
Sherman 
law as it is.—New .York

THE PRESIDENT LIIVCOLN 


WHEX TORPEDOED 


James Chapman, yeoman aboard the 


U.S.S. President Lincoln, which was re- 
cently sunk by a German submarine, 
wrote an interesting- letter to his cous- 
in, Cornelius Cronin at city hall, giv- 
ing a vivid description of the activities 
aboard the boat after it was torpe- 
doed. The letter in part follows: 
Dear Connie: 


Just a line to let you knpw that I 


arrived once again safely in New York, 
even though the Huns did sink the 
good old President Lincoln. 
Believe 


me. it was some experience. 
At the time we were hit. I happened 
to be sitting in the pay office writing" 
up a ledger when we heard a sort of 
muffled explosion, which shook 
the 
ship. 
Of course, no one in our imme- 
diate vicinity had to be told what it 
was—everyone 
instinctively 
knew 
that .we were hit and ran. on the 
double, you may be sure, to our "aban- 
don ship" station on 
the 
promenade 


deck. 
Just as we reached the deck, 
another torpedo struck us astern, and 
the deck actually wobbled under our 
feet. 
After the captain had learned 
that the ship would not remain afloat 
very long, the order was given to low- 
er away the lifeboats and rafts and a 
while later the captain gave the or- 
der to abandon ship. Everyone seemed 
to take things calmly and discipline 
was such as to make you proud to be 
a member of the crew. We were in the 
water until about 11 p. m.. when the 
U. s. destroyers arrived and took us 
back to France. 


After the ship went down, the subma- 
rine carne up and cruised up and about 
among the rafts and boats and made a 
prisoner of one of the officers. 
After 


cruising about for two or three hours 
and taking pictures the Dutchman fi- 
nally left us, and we were mishtyglad 
to see him 
go, for 
while he 
hung- 
around, we didn't know whether he 
contemplated shelling us or ramming 
the boats and rafts.

"It is to ho notorl that tho wages 


of women workers, though higher than 
in peace times, have in most instances 
not kept pace with the increasing: cost 
of living. In the munitions factories 
some 
skilled 
women workers 
have 


made earnings undreamed of in peace 
times. Their wages, 
however, 
con- 


tinue lower than the wages of men. 
Kven 
municipal street railways pay 


women conductors 20 to 
30 marks 


($4.7t> to $7.14 at normal exchange) 
less per month than they pay men. 
Women filling the 
places 
of 
book- 


keepers and clerks called to the colors 
do not, in many cases, receive as much 
as one-half the salary paid the men. 
though doing the same work. In fac- 
tories and shops working for the na- 
tional defense the time wages of wom- 
en are 40 per cent below the wages 
of men.1. In establishments where the 
piece rats prevails the conditions are 
even worse, a woman earning only 5 
to 7 marks where a man will earn S 
to 1*2 marks. In the 
transportation 


services a woman receives 2.50 to 4 
marks, where a man is paid 3.50 to 5 
marks. 
Government bureaus are no 


exception; they, too, pay the women 
at a lower rate. 


"The chief 
cause 
that 
compels 


women in such large numbers to seek 
employment in all kinds of industrial 
establishments and public services is 
to be found in the fact that as the 
men have gone to the front, the wom- 
an is in many cases obliged to sup- 
port the "family by her own earnings. 
It is not the high wages,' says the 
[Jolzarbeiter Frauenblatt, "that draws 
hundreds and thousands of 
women

necessity which compels 


them to earn a living and neglect the 
obligations of motherhood.' It should 


remembered, also that the women, 


while receiving a much lower 
wage 


than the men, have to meet certain

ACT GRANTING INCREASES IN PEN- 


SIONS OP VETERANS BECOMES 


EFFECTIVE AUTOMATICALLY

STATE HOUSE. Boston, June 17.— 


Instructions received by Richard R. 
Flynn. commissioner of state aid and 
pensions, indicate that the recent act 
of congress granting 
substantial 
in- 


creases in pensions to veterans of the 
Civil war, is to become effective auto- 
matically in the case of nearly all of 
the veterans. 


Under the new law, 
the minimum 


pension is raised from ?13 per month 
to $30; this is the amount to be .paid 
to those who served three months or 
more. 
For those who are more than 


2 years of age, and served six months, 
the new pension allowance is $32 per 
month; for those who served one year. 
535; one and one-half years. S3S; and 
two years or more, $40. Previously the 
maximum pension paid was 530. 


The instructions state that 
the in- 


creases will be made automatically to 
those who have been 
receiving pen- 


sions under the act of May 11, 1912; 
ind it is expected that the clerical work 
ncidental to the change will be com- 
pleted so that veterans in this state 
vill get their increased pension in the 
payment which will be due 
Aug. 4.

STATE HOUSE, Boston, June 17. 


—At least fifty thousand 
children 
have been taken from 
the schools 


of the state (luring the past year and 
put at work in shops and factories, 
according to a statement made to- 
day by Payson Smith, commission- 
er of education. 
This is the num- 


ber 
of 
children 
between 
fourteen 


and sixteen years of age. as shown 
by the employment certificates issued 
by local superintendents of schools. 
TJie exodus is the greatest that has 
ever occurred in the commonwealth 
in a single year. 
It is due entirely to the war, Mr. 


Smith says. 
Thousands of family 


bread winners are in France, and the 
contributions .they formerly made to 
the family exchequer must now be 
made up hy sons and 
daughters, 


and by brothers and sisters. 


Mr. Smith believes that this de- 


pletion in the ranks of school chil- 
dren is probably greater in Massa- 
chusetts than in any 
other state, 


because of the widely varied indus- 
tries here, which offer a field for all 
classes of children. 
"Present conditions show that his- 


tory is repeating 
itself," Commis- 


sioner Smith said today. 
"At 
the 


outbreak of the world -war England 
was depended upon by her allies to 
furnish the supplies needed to prose- 
cute the war. and immediately her 
industries were put upon a night 
and day basis and her human power 
was 
called . upon to operate 
them. 
First the women were put into the 
work, and then all 
the 
available 


children. 
One year after the be- 


ginning of the war 
England 
had 


500,000 children of schoo! age reg- 
ularly employed in 
her 
industrial 


army. 
The entrance of the United 


States into the conflict, with Mas- 
sachusetts 
called 
upon 
to 
furnish 


a very large percentage of the sup- 
plies needed for the army, made it 
certain that we woufd have the same 
experience, and as a matter of fact 
the number of our school children 
at present employed in ^factories is 
nearly as larsre, proportionately, as 
it was in England at the correspond- 
ing stage of the war." 
Asked if he approves the taking of 


children from the schools, Commis- 
sioner Smith-said: 
"At a time when 
civilization is 


threatened 
nothing should be 
left 


undone to win the war and win it 
as speedily" as possible- 
Naturally 


everyone interested in the education 
and training of the men and women 
of tomorrow deplore the fact that it 
is necessary in some instances to 
put children into the country's in- 
dustries, and I believe that the num- 
ber leaving the schoolroom for the 
factory should be kept at the low- 
est possible figure. 
Under the law 


it is possible, when family conditions 
require it, for a boy or girl under 
sixteen years of age to leave schodl, 
but parents should see to it that the 
law is availed of only when it is 
absolutely necessary. 
"There are thousands of men and 


women engaged in non-essential oc- 
cupations who should he drafted into 
the essential occupation army before 
school children are accepted in it. 
Steps are now being taken in this 
direction, and to my mind they con- 
stitute one of the bright spots of the. 


war. 
It means 
that 
hundreds of 


girls and boys will be able (o obtain 
at least an elementary 
school edu- 


cation. 
"N 
To parent 
should 
countenance 


the abandonment of schooling by a 
boy or girl until he is satisfied that 
the 
step is being taken from • the 


patriotic motive of service or un- 
less the family must have financial 
aid from the child. 
Wages among 


all classes of workers are unusually 
high, and. there is of course a great 
incentive to permit the children 
to 


leave school. It is my earnest hope, 
however, that parents will deal with 
the matter from the standpoint of 
the child's future, rather than from 
that of present needs. 


"On 'the other 
hand, 
if a child 


goes to work for the purpose of aid- 
ing 
a 
family 
that 
is actually in 


need, and thereby for the good of 
others sacrifices his own education, 
it is the duty of the state to see 
to it that an opportunity is given 
for further education. 
Continuation 


schools, with facilities of the broad- 
est kind, should be opened in every 
industrial city, in order that every 
such child may continue the educa- 
tion which has been interrupted by 
the call for service."

The announcement of this program 


indicates that the fourth Liberty loan 
will be for at least $6.000.000. the ex- 
act amount depending on government 
expenditures in .the next few months.

these roughly at about ?12.000,000,000 
between July 1 and next' Jan. l. 


The future financial program 
was 


announced at

lime to enable 


banks to prepare for the government 
demands.

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IS 


FRA.VCE, June 17 (By the Associated 
Press).—About -600 . German 
shock 


troops raided the American first line 
positions at the village ol Xivray in 
the Toul sector early yesterday morn- 
\nc. 
Some of 
the 
enemy 
got into 


Xivray but were soon driven out. At 
other points the Germans were badly 
beaten. 


The attack began at 3 o'clock in the 


morning after an 
extremely violent 


bombardment of the front line, Ameri- 
can batteries, and villages far in the 
rear. 
The Germans 
advanced simul- 


taneously, to the attack but were met 
by a heavy fire. Those who penetrated 
Xivray were forced speedily to with- 
draw and elsewhere the enemy was 
completely repulsed in 
hard 
fighting 


lasting more than two hours. 


According to prisoners, the object of 


the enemy was to take American pris- 
oners. This object failed, as no Ameri- 
cans are reported missing: 
The Germans, evidently angered by 


the failure, of the attack, continued an 
intermittent shelling of the villages in 
the rear throughout Sunday. 
Some of 


these points were not less than eight 
miles behind the line. 
The American troops engaged at 


close quarters the small German force 
that entered Xivray. There was severe 
fighting with 
bayonets 
and clubbed 


rifies. 
The Germans left nine dead in 


the streets and six prisoners were 
taken, two 
of them 
officers, one of 


whom was Wounded. 


The prisoners came from 
the 36th 


Landwehr. They said that some troops 
of the 22nd Regiment, Eighth Bavarian 
Reserve, also participated in the at- 
tack. 


Huu Plan Foiled 


WITH THE 
AMERICAN ARMY .IN 


FRANCE, Sunday, June 16 (By the As- 
sociated Press).—In their attack on 
Xivray. on the Toul sector, today, the 
Germans hoped to enter the village and 
carry off a large number of prisoners, 
but the alertness of the American ar- 
tillery observers completely overturned 
the plan 
Examination of the Germans 


captured in the fight disclosed that the 
enemy planned the raid a week in.ad- 
vance a,nd that the 600 special troops 
who took part in it were rehearsecl 
behind the German lines. 


The enemy plan was to send forward 


a party without preparatory artillery 
flre. This party was to take up a posi- 
tion near the American barbed 
wire 


and then send up a signal rocket for a ^ 
box barrage to cover Xivray villago 
and the 
approaching communicating 


trenches, while the heavier 
artillery 


was to bombard -The villages in the 
rear. 
American artillery observers saw a 


large 
number of Germans creeping 


about in No Man's Land and the artil- 
lery was signalled tor a barrage. The 
American artillery and machine guns 
went into action immediately ana »e. 
fore 
the 
enemy barrage could get- 


started, had Inflicted heavy casualties, 
on the unprotected Germans 
in No 


Man's Land and played havoc with tha 
plans for the raid. 


The original enemy plan was for thfl 


attacking- party to divide into, three 
sections and enter Xivray from threfe 
different 
directions. 
One 
section 


reached the outskirts of the village 
after it had been cut up badly by the 
American barrage fire. Of these only a 
small group got into Xivray, 
where 


they were quickly surrounded 
by the 


Americans 
and either captured or 


killed. Eight prisoners, including a 
lieutenant, 
remained 
in 
American 


hands. 
A majority of the American casual- 


ties, which do not include any missing, 
resulted from the German artillery fire. 


Casualties among 
French 
civilians 


occurred when a German shell burst 
near a church as a procession 61 vil- 
lagers was emerging from mass. Many 
of the French wounded were cared for 
in American hospitals. 
This afternoon the American artil- 


lery opened a retaliatory fire against 
the area behind the German lines, 
while the Germans, apparently angered 
by the failure of the raid, bombarded 
villages as far as eight miles behind 
the American lines. 
The whole Toul 


sector is now echoing to the heaviest 
gunfire in many weeks.

ROME. Sunday, June 17. — The situa- 


tion on the Italian front in' its entire- 
ty, seems very reassuring, says a semi- 
official note issued last night. 
It is 


added that the great battle which 
broke out Saturday has but begun. Al- 
though having a strength of 60 di- 
visions, " the enemy attacking 
forces 


have not succeeded in passing the Ital- 
ian advanced area at any point. 


Austrian pressure 
continues 
very 


strong along- the entire front. 
The 


enemy is concentrating most powerful 
and fierce attacks astride the Brenla, 
and across the Piave, and it is still 
possible for the fighting line' to flow 
backwards or forwards. 


The enemy based his enterprise on 


various factors to assure him a vic- 
tory, says the semi-official note. There 
was a relatively brief but extremely 
violent artillery preparation 
with 
a 


large number of gas shells. This bom- 
bardment was for the purpose of de- 
stroying the Italian 
front 
line and 


paralyzing the Italian artillery. Then, 
under cover of an artificial fog from 
bombs and smoke apparatus, the en- 
emy placed such faith, in this prepara- 
tion that he fixed his objectives for 
the first day's fighting more than 15 
kilometres in advance and planned to 
descend from the mountain area and 
also reach the city ot Treviso from 
the Piave river. 


part of the advantage the enemy had 
gained, and he left prisoners and ma- 
chine guns in the hands of the Italians. 


This is what happened to the Aus- 


trians along the whole front of the at- 
tack. 


Altogether 300 prisoners, including 


S9 olficers, were taken by the Italians 
and their allies in the first day of the 
struggle.

On the other hand, if we 
help the Russians now we will be doing: 
more to keep tha Germans busy on the 
eastern front than we could by sending 
a million soldiers."

There is neither credit nor money, 


and even primitive barter has largely 
lapsed. 


The result is stagnation and starva- 


tion where there is food almost within 
reach.

wounds is pointed to as indicating- the 
efficiency of the ambulance and hos- 
pital systems, while the fact that only 
12S4 men have died from disease is ac-

THE HOUSING PROBLEM

housing 
problem. It is stated that 


perhaps $1,000,000 will be expended. 
That sounds big but considering the 
hign cost, of labor and, material, it 
would not go very far in providing 
suitable dwellings for the 
munition 


workers. What the government plan 
is has not yet been settled; but ex- 
perts are devising ways and means to 
meet the situation. 


Of course, it will be necessary to 


guard against running counter to the 
interests of present property owners 
'to the extent of leaving their tene- 
ments empty. That, however, will, ob- 
viously he avoided. 


THE AMERICAN VICTORY 


It now transpires that despite the 


tact that Germany has sneered at the 
pretensions of the United States as a 
military power, the 
high 
command 


picked out two of its crack army divi- 
sions to crush the Americans at Cha- 
teau-Thierry. 


The German 
command 
expected 


that the Yankees would be wiped out 
but instead the flower of the German 
army was 
defeated, 
1000 prisoners 


were taken and the ground captured 
consolidated and held against all coun- 
ter attacks. This 
demonstration of 


the fighting- qualities of our troops has 
been a great source of inspiration to 
the French and British armies and an 
indication of what will happen on a 
larger scale when our men get into 
action in adequate numbers. 


The Americans in this exploit ren- 


dered good service to the allied cause 
in stopping the southward drive at 
the Marne. With 
800,000 men now 


in France, our troops will again block 
the Huns in their new drive towards 
the channel. The United States army 
will soon prove its superiority to the 
Boches. 


MR. ROGERS' A M E N D M E N T 


Congressman Rogers has shown tact 


and judgment in proposing an amend- 
ment of the constitution providing for 
a federal law to prevent child labor 
in its objectionable forms as found in 
the southern states. "This is the prop- 
er method to get at this evil without 
infringing upon the rights of the sov- 
ereign states. It is very important to 
the nation that women and children 
employed in factories shall be duly 
safeguarded as to sanitary conditions 
and hours of labor. 


It is not fair for the state of Massa- 


chusetts, which has equitable labor 
laws, to be in competition with states 
that employ children o£ tender years 
for ten or eleven hours a day for a 
mere pittance that is barely sufficient 
to support them. The state that is 
responsible for anything of this kind 
requires supervision from higher gov- 
ernmental authorities. 


The supreme court of 
the United 


States has decided that the constitu- 
tion in its present form does not give 
congress the power to pass a law for 
the protection of women and children 
in the several states from such abuses. 
That very fact makes the amendment 
proposed by ilr. Rogers an absolute 
necessity. We do not see how any 
self-respecting state can oppose such 
an amendment. It will he a source of 
credit to the city of Lowell and the 
state of 
Massachusetts that 
this 


amendment has originated witli our 
congressman. We believe the amend- 
ment will be welcomed by all except 
a very small minority of the states. 


WE'VE 800,000 IN FRANCE

:he difficulties to be overcome. 


The dangers and difficulties such an 


expeditionary force would encounter, 
are understood only to few 
people, 


iince Germany has seized Finland, it 
may now be admitted that the only 
5ath by which the allies could reach 
Paissia in force, is Vladivostok, about 
000 miles away, and then there would 
be a stretch of perhaps 5000 miles of 
very poor railroad to travel 
before

Germany's 


war zone.

cannot be undertaken at 


:his stage and its uncertainties and 
difficulties, all things considered, fully 
Justify President Wilson in opposing

We cannot under present

stances spare a man or a ship for such 
a hazardous undertaking. The forces 
that might be lost in such an expedi- 
tion can be used to good advantage 
on the western front where they are 
urgently needed.

"The news report attributed the shoot- 
ing down of von Richthofon to Gunner 
Lewis, and a number of German news- 
papers have helped the gallant gunner 
to widespread fame. To whoever the 
honor of Richthofen's defeat belong?, 
it certainly is not Gunner Lewie, for he 
owes his existence only to a mistake in 
ihe translation, and the bullet was tireJ 
by a Lewis gun. 


"Gunner Lewis, however, will adorn 


a modest place in the history of the war 
where he will 
ba able to converse 


about the dangers of too rapid transla- 
tion with General 'Staff,' who was one 
of the famous German newspaper blun- 
ders of the war of 1S70." 


Australian* Shot Down Barou 


LONDON 
(By 
Mail).—The 
official 


Australian correspondent at the front 
in France gives the following account 
of Australian machine gunners' claim 
to hav.e participated in the shooting 
down of Baron von Richthofen: 


"About 11 o'clock on the morning of 


April 21 the troops along the Somme 
and Ancre had heard distant popping 
from two fleets of British and German 
airplanes which had .been fighting high 
over the German lines, when a German 
plane was seen diving after a British 
plane. 


"These two, detached from the fight, 


came so low that they were temporarily 
hidden by hills from tho sight of the 
Australian gunners and troops around 
them. Presently the sound of approach- 
ing engines was heard, and low over 
the crest of the hills by the river came 
the British plane, making directly to- 
wards a position where there were two 
Lewis guns. 


"Behind his plane could bo seen th« 


wings of the German plane pursuing. 
The German was pressing the English 
plane d :perately dlose and firing short 
bursts from a machine gun. 


"When about a hundred yards away 


from the nearest Lewis gun the Ger- 
man plane which at first had been ob- 
scured by the British plane, was now 
sufficiently clear to enable the guns to 
fire on it without risk of hitting the 
British machine. 
Both guns fired a 


burst. 


"The German plane the next instant 


wavered ur.steadily to one side, banked 
up and veered in a sharp circle to the 
left, then shot in a line sheer down a 
steep, long angle to the ground about 
400 j'ards from the Lewis gunners. 


"When the burst was fired, an officer 


told me he clearly saw fragments of 
wood or metal flicked from the ma- 
chine." 


MODIFICATION OF SHERMAN LAW 


While the main business now in 


hand is the winning of the war, and 
it is not worth -while to join with the 
doctrinaires in discussing the reform 
of the world which is to follow vic- 
tory, there are 
some 
considerations 


concerning the future which ought to 
be kept In mind. One of these was 
suggested by former Ambassador Ger- 
ard, when he told the New York board 
of trade and transportation on Wed- 
nesday that "if the Sherman anti-trust 
law is allowed to -stay we can never 


compete with European countries after 
the war. 
; 


In Germany, and. in England also, 


successful business methods have been 
devised which 
eliminate destructive 


competition without creating monopo- 
lies. Mr. Gerard advocates such modi- 
fication of the Sherman law as will 
permit the adoption of similar business 
methods in this country. 


.It is obvious that we could not carry 


on the war effectively 
if 
American 


railroads had to bo operated today un- 
der the principles of the anti-truat 
legislation on the statute books. It is 
only because the railroads have been 
placed under a director-general, who 
may disregard those principles in or- 
der to Increase the war power of the 
government, that we have been able to 
transport troops and supplies to the 
seaboard in number and quantity suf- 
ficient to render timely aid to cm- 
allies abroad... If enforceable against 
the government, the Sherman anti- 
trust law would have paralyzed our 
transportation service. 


Indeed, as soon as it became cer- 


tain that the United States must en- 
ter the war it became equally plain 
that unless the restrictions imposed 
uifon great business operations 
by 


anti-trust legislation -were removed or 
ignored we could not perform 
our 


part in the struggle with credit or 
success. 
The conduct of a great war 


involves the conduct of a multitude of 
kinds of business; and the admin- 
istration soon found it necessary to do 
things which the department of jus- 
tice had been prosecuting individuals 
and corporations for doing only a few 
months before. 


W do not undertake to say at this 


time precisely how the Sherman anti- 
trust law ought to be modified to in- 
sure American business prosperity af- 
ter the war; our point now is that 
the experience of the government it- 
self, in carrying on the 
imperative 


activities demanded by our participa- 
tion in the great defence against Ger- 
many, confirms Mr. Gerard's view that 
the country cannot prosper under the 
Sherman law as it 
is.—New York

metallurgical industries of Germany— 
including the mining Industry, whlc 
has ever been considered as pre-emi 
nently a man's industry—stood in th 
proportion of 1.12 when compared will 


nient of Commerce. "-. -- —

able that after the war the status of 
women in both the family life and the 
industries will be essentially different 
from what it was prior to 1914. Large 
numbers of women, it is true, were 
employed in the industries dunns the 
last decade, but women labor had been 
limited, as a rule, to trades requlrint; 
neither physical strength nor special 
skill. The bulk of the work hud been 
done by men. women predominating 
in but few industries." 


"When the men return 
from 
the 


war." continue -Mr. Snow and Mr. Krai, 
"they will face a situation altogether 
new; 
they will find not only that the 


number of women employed in the in- 
dustries has increased, but ali'6 that 
woman labor has invaded .many new 
fields. Not only in 
the 
industries, 


commerce, and agriculture, but also 
in governmental and public service 
generally, and even in such an ultra- 
conservative branch as the administra- 
tion of justice, women are now doing 
work formerly performed exclusively 
by men. It may 
be expected 
that, 


-when peace comes, the Women will not 
give up altogether the new fields of 
activity which they have conquered 
during the war. 
Women in Metal Trades . 


"In 20 metallurgical establishments 


the number of women employed in- 
creased by 2.980 during 1916; in 38 es- 
tablishments of the metal-working in- 
dustries the increase was 13,166; in 76 
plants of the machinery industry the 
increase was 10,030; and in 93 electri- 
cal establishments 3,202 more women 
workers are employed on December 1, 
1916, than in the last month of 1915. 
The increases are 
most remarkable 


and most striking in the metal and 
machinery industries, in 
the 
public 


service and the professions, in trans- 
portation, and in the manufacture of 
foodstuffs. -On 
the other hand, the 


number of women workers has de- 
creased largely in domestic 
service 


and other callings heretofore consid- 
ered as eminently feminine. 
Transportation 


"In the railway transportation ser- 


vice women workers are to be found 
everywhere. They work in the shops 
and in the warehouses; they act as 
conductors; 
they are

phone, dispatch the trains, seal the 
freight cars, work as 
porters.

do not, in many cases, receive as much 
as one-half the salary paid the men, 
though doing the same work. In fac- 
tories and shops working for the na- 
tional defense the time wages of wom- 
en are 40 per cent below the wages 
ot" men. In establishments where the 
piece rate prevails the conditions are 
even worse, a woman earning only o 
to 7 marks where a man will earn S 
to 12 marks. 
In the 
transportation 


services a woman receives 2.50 to 4 
marks, where a man is paid 3.50 to 5 
marks. 
Government bureaus are no 


exception; they, too, pay the women 
at a lower rate. 
"The chief 
cause 
that 
compels 


women in such large numbers to seek 
employment in all kinds of industrial 
establishments and public services is 
to be found in the fact that as the 
men have gone to the front, the wom- 
an is in many cases obliged to sup- 
port ,the family by her own earnings. 
'It is not the high wages,' says the 
Holzarbeiter Frauenblatt. "that draws 
hundreds'and thousands of 
women 


heretofore 
economically 
dependent 


into 
industrial 
establishments,

necessity which compels 


them to earn a living and neglect the 
obligations of motherhood.' It should 
be remembered also that the women, 
while receiving a much lower

"It is admitted that the influence of

war by the decline of the birth rate, 
which

particularly

among the wealthy classes of the pop- 
ulation. It is pointed out 
that, 
as 


woman becomes more and more inde- 
pendent economically, family life will 
appear to her more and more burden- 
some, and the birth rate will decline 
still further.

HEALTH NURSES 10 


WASHINGTON, June 
IT.—Employ- 


ment of health nurses to protect and 
save lives of children is advocated in a 
statement issued yesterday by the chil- 
dren's bureau ol the department of 
labor, in connection with its campaign 
to save 100,000 children this year. 


Many parents have learned from the 


measuring tests conducted as a part 
of the campaign the special needs of 
children which can be met by public 
health nurses, 
the 
statement say3. 


These nurses can do much to bring 
underweight children up to the aver- 
age and look after the well-being: of 
children undernourished. 


England has a nurse for every 500 


births reported annually, enabling ev- 
ery mother to have immediate atten- 
tion, which oftentimes means the sav- 
ng of the child's life. As a. resultEnsr- 
land has a lower infant death rate 
than the United States. New Zealand, 
which has made special efforts to qual- 
fy health nurses, has a lower infant 
Mortality rate than any other country.

ed the First Church in Cambridge, 
where ihe baccalaureate services were 
held. 
President 
Le Baron 
Russell 


Briggs read the Scriptures, the Rev. 
Dr. Raymond Calkins offered 
prayer, 


and Bishop Lawrence 
preached 
the 


sermon. 


To the young women, 
many 
of 


whom ar^ immediately going into war 
work as nurses, and many of whom 
are entering the profession of teach- 
ing, the bishop urged the strength of 
spiritual force, stating that 
justice. 


truth and liberty are the final forces 
of the world. 


"The spirit ot^bitterness and hatred 


is increasing against the foe, especial- 
ly at home," said the bishop, "and it 
is for principle, not hatred, that we 
are fighting. It is not so much in 
those at the front that this hatred 
against the foe himself is being mani- 
fested, it is here at home. 


"We cannot easily criticise the sol- 


diers for what hatred they bear, as 
that might easily be explained and un- 
derstood, but there is always less ha- 
tred at the front than in the rear. 


"Hatred of the foe himself is a form 


of military weakness, and is one of the 
very things we are fighting against. 
Besides hatred is useless," continued 
3ishop Lawrence. "It is as in a foot- 
jail game when one player loses his 
lead and goes for another with per- 
sonal enmity. The team play is brok- 
en and lost. Thus our army is weak- 
ened through personal hatred of 
the 


enemy. It creates a loss of principle, 
and we are fighting for principle. 


We must kindle to a great depth 


hat righteousness of thought which 
vill win against those opposed to us 
who 
stand 
for 
unrighteousness 
of 


thought," he declared. 


Turning to the graduates 
Bishop 


Lawrence then told how those led bj 
spiritual power of truth, justice, liber- 
ty and love much 
triumph 
in 
al 


things. 


"We are only beginning in this re- 


adjustment of our 
lives," 
said 
the 


bishop, "and abstract morals are not 
enough. What needs to be aroused 
in this country is the consciousness 
that God is the embodiment of 
our 


moral powers, and that the great mili- 
tary force a nation can have is a mor- 
al earnestness of purpose. 


"lie who is close to God fights with 


perfect serenity, abandon and power.' 
exclaimed the speaker, "and one of the 
greatest of military forces is faith." 


He went on to say that all the battle 


is not at the front, and that in what- 
ever phase of life the women enter, 
whether the Red Cross, the schools, or 
the rearing of children, what is true 
of the fighter is true of all of us, and 
that the confidence in God, In justice, 
truth, liberty and Jove is needed more 
and more.

ACT GRANTJXG INCREASES IN 
PEN- 


SION'S OF VETERANS BECOMES 


EFFECTIVE AUTOMATICALLY

Instructions received 
by Richard E 


FJynn, commissioner of state aid and 
pensions, indicate that the recent act 
of congress granting' substantial 
in 


creases in pensions to veterans of tlr 
Civil war, is to become effective aiito- 
matically in the case of nearly all ot 
the veterans. 


Under the new law, . the minimum 


pension is raised from $13 per month 
to 530; this is the amount to be paid 
to those who served three months or 
more. 
For those who are more than 


2 years of ag-e, and served six month, 


the new pension allowance is $32 per 
month; for those "who served one year, 


5; one and one-half years, $3S; and 


two years or more, ?40. Previously the 
maximum pension paid was $30. 


The instructions state that 
the in- 


creases will be made automatically to 
those who have been 
receiving 
pen- 


sions tinder the act of May H, 1912; 
and it, is expected that the clerical work 
ncidental to the change will be com- 
pleted so that veterans in this state 
will get their increased pension in the 
payment which will be due 
Aug-. 4. 


Most of opr veterans, 
however, 
are 


paid quarterly, 
and 
the department 


eels certain that the quarterly pay- 
ments due on Sept. 4 will be at the new 
rate. These veterans will not have to 
make application in order to get the 
ncrease.

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IS 


FRANCE. Juno 17 (By the Associated 
Press).—About 600 
German 
shook 


troops raided the American first lino 
positions at the village of Xivray in 
the Toul sector early yesterday morn- 
ing. 
Some of 
the 
enemy got Into 


Xivray but were soon driven out. 
At 


other points the Germans were badly 
beaten. 


The attack began at 3 o'clock in the 


morning after an 
extremely 
violent 


bombardment of the front line, Ameri- 
can batteries, and villages far in the 
rear. The Germans 
advanced simul- 


taneously to the attack but were met 
by a heavy fire. Those who penetrated 
Xivray were forced speedily to with- 
draw and elsewhere 
the enemy was 


completely repulsed in hard 
fighting 


lasting more than two hours. 


According to prisoners, the object of 


the enemy was to take American pris- 
oners. This object failed, as no Ameri- 
cans are reported missing:. 


The Germans, evidently angered by 


the failure of the attack, continued an 
intermittent shelling of the villages in 
the rear throughout Sunday. Some of 
these points were not less than eight 
miles behind the line. 
The American troops engaged at 


close quarters the small German force 
that entered Xivray. There was severe 
fighting with bayonets and clubbed 
rifles. The Germans left nine dead in 
the streets and six prisoners were 
taken, two of them 
officers, one of 


whom was wounded. 


The prisoners came from the 
36th 


Landwehr. They said that some troops 
_f the 22nd Regiment, Eighth Bavarian 
Reserve, also participated in the 
at- 


tack. 


Run Plan Foiled 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN 


FRANCE, Sunday, June 16 (By the As- 
sociated Press).—In their attack on 
Xivray. on the Toul sector, today, the 
Germans hoped to enter the village and 
carry on* a large number ot prisoners, 
but the alertness of the American ar- 
tillery observers completely overturned 
the plan. Examination ot the Germans 


captured in the fight disclosed that th« 
enemy planned the raid a week In ad- 
vance and that the 600 special troopa 
who took part in it were rehearsed 
behind the German lines. 


The enemy plan was to send forward 


a party without preparatory artillerys 
fire. This party was to take up a post- * 
tion near the American 
barbed 
wire 


and then send up a signal rocket for a 
box barrage to cover Xivray village 
and'the approaching 
communicating 


trenches, while the heavier 
artillery 


was to bombard the villages in the 
rear. 


American artillery observers saw a. 
large number of Germans creeping 
about in No Man's Land and the artil- 
lery was signalled for a rjarrage. The 
American artillery and machine guna 
went into action immediately and be- 
fore the enemy barrage could, get 
started, had inflicted heavy casualties, 
on ' the unprotected 
Germans 
in No 


Man's Land and played havoc with the 
plans for the raid. 


The original enemy plan was for tha 


attacking party to divide 
into threa ' 


sections and enter Xivray from three 
different 
directions. 
One 
section 


reached the outskirts of the vlllasa 
after it had been cut up badly by the 
American barrage fire. Of these only a 
small group got into Xivray, where 
they were quickly surrounded by the 
Americans 
.- and 
either captured or 


killed. Bight prisoners, including a t 
lieutenant, 
remained 
in 
American 


hands. 


A majority of the American casual- 
ties, which do not include any missing, 
resulted from the German artillery fire. 


Casualties among French civilians 


occurred when a German 
shell burst 


near a church as a procession of vil- 
lagers was emerging from mass. Many 
of the French wounded were cared for 
in American hospitals. 
This afternoon the American artil- 


lery opened a retaliatory nre against 
the area behind the German lines, 
while the Germans, apparently angered r§ 
by the failure of the raid, bombarded' 
villages as far as eight miles behind 
the American lines. 
The whole Toul 
sector is now echoing to the heaviest 
gunfire in many weeks.
